It is unthinkable that any town the size of Vul¬ 
can would be without a public library, and yet that 
is what could happen here if the library bylaw fails 
to gain a two-thirds “yes” majority on Oct. 17. 

Cost to the Town is estimated at about $1,000 
a year, or slightly more than one-half mill and this 
does not seem an excessive cost for a service that pro¬ 
vides such valuable benefits to both town and country 
residents — young and old. 

Cost of equipping the new library building, buy¬ 
ing necessary books and keeping the library open 
even a minimum number of hours cannot be met un¬ 
der the present “community” library setup and the 
logical step to take is the small but adequate expan¬ 
sion to the status of a “municipal” library. 

Although voting on the election of town council¬ 
lors is the right of any Canadian citizen or British 
subject, over the age of 21, who has resided in Vulcan 
since Nov. 1, of last year, voting on the library by¬ 
law can only be done by those who are property 
owners in the town. We wholeheartedly endorse the 
library bylaw and urge ratepayers to turn out on 
Oct. 17, and vote “Yes.”
